CLEVELAND (Oct. 4, 2005) — The Cleveland Museum of Art today announced that Mark Schwartz, founder, 
president and creative director of Nesnadny + Schwartz, a Cleveland-based visual communications firm, is a voting 
trustee of the Museum. 

‘As I have seen my personal and professional lives become evermore connected to CMA,” Schwartz said, 
“this next step seems like part of a natural evolutionary process. At the same time, what excites me most about this 
occasion is the opportunity to work closely with a group of energized, committed and visionary individuals who 
possess a shared passion for art and The Cleveland Museum of Art.” 

Schwartz, who began his career in fine arts, studied at Princeton and Rutgers universities and holds the 
master of fine arts degree from Ohio University. He 1s a frequent author and lecturer and regularly serves as a juror 
for national and international visual communications competitions. His firm’s work is represented in the permanent 
collections of The Chicago Athenaeum, Los Angeles County Museum of Art, Museum of Modern Art, New York 
and the San Francisco Museum of Modern Art and has been featured in virtually every journal devoted to the field 
of visual communications. To date, Nesnadny + Schwartz has won more than 1,500 national and international 
awards in the fields of graphic identity and brand development, marketing communications, graphic design, public 
relations, event and environmental graphics, electronic design and investor communications. 

“We are fortunate to have Mark join our board of trustees,”’ says Board President James T. Bartlett. “He 
understands both the power of art and its ability to transform the life of a community. He also understands the need 
for visionary management in guiding arts institutions into the future.” 

Schwartz, who has a special interest in photography, is an ardent supporter of the Museum. He and his 
wife, Bettina Katz, are Museum Associates and have donated several major gifts of art to the Museum. A member 
of the Museum’s Accessions Advisory Committee, he also serves as president of the Museum’s Friends of 
Photography affiliate group.

In addition to his support of the Museum, Schwartz is a dedicated advocate of the arts. He serves on the 
boards of the City of Cleveland Design Review Committee, the Cleveland Film Society, Cleveland Public Art and 
the Museum of Contemporary Art Cleveland (MOCA). In 2004, Nesnadny + Schwartz sponsored the historic 
photographic “installation” and exhibition, Spencer Tunick: Cleveland Exposed. This MOCA Cleveland, nude 
public art event attracted 2,754 people, making it the largest crowd North America has ever assembled for one of 
Tunick’s installations. In 2005, his firm also sponsored the first Nesnadny + Schwartz Documentary Competition 
at the 29th Cleveland International Film Festival. 

Schwartz and his wife have two children and live in Cleveland Heights.
